| Mr. Gurley followed, and closed by recount- 
ing his successful encounters with Mr. Blanch- 
ard at Cincinnati, and S. J. May and George 
Thompson in Boston. But the crowning glory

The resolutions were then put, and notwith- 
standing this very touching appeal, on the di- 
vision on the first resolution, only fawrteen, all 
told, were found to be in its favor; the remain- 
ing part of the audience rising very promptly in 
opposition. 

The Colonizationists consoled themselves, 
however, with the reficction, that their friends 
had left the audience before the vote was taken, 
and by assuring us that they intended to form 
a colonization socicty and then they could pass 
the resolutions themselves. The Rev. Mr. 
Quade also proposed an attempt to raise funds 
for the society, and this was also assigned to 
the colonization society ‘hat is to be. Contribu- 
tions of material aid, we venture to say, will 
he quite limited at New Brighton, even when 
their colonization society shall get fully under 
way. An event yet considerably in the future 
we opine. 

Since writing the above we have seen an ac- 
count of the meeting in the Pittsburgh Gazette, 
in which it is stated that the challenge came 
from the abolitionists. We can only say that 
we were informed otherwise.
